A Wild Land Tax- 

Tlio ill effects of spoculntion in y,-ild 
landrt has bee i felt more or less in all 
the Britisb North American, colonies 
and in nearly all of them it has boon 
a standing subject o'. legislation for 
many ycavr?. Laws liavo boo i enacted 
for tho purpoBO of proveiitinf^ tho 
Crown domain fulling into tlio hands of 
lands jobberB, and a wild land tax has 
been resorted to in order to roach thoso 
lands which had, iiafortunntoly, fallen 
into siu-h hands. In tho Colony of Prince 
Edward's Island, where very much 
of tho Innd was locked up by apocnlators, 
a tax of a liidf-penny per aero was impos- 
ed; and trifling, as this rato may appear, 
it very soon iirodneod tho dosirod (.'fl'oct. 
In Canathi the Logislaturo had long to 
grapple -irith the same evil. During tho 
earlier history of that province, when peo- 
ple wore yet Idind to tho ill consecjuen- 
ees of land nionojjoly, largo tracts of tho 
country foil into the hands of coniiianios 
as well as individuals. As tho evil began 
to davelop itself the most stringmit c in- 
ditions as to occupation and iniiuovonKint 
wore att.^chod to tho sale of Crown lands, 
while, iu order to modify the evil arising 
from the land monoi)olies already created, 
a tax was imposed upon all hinds tliat 
wore niioccui)io(l or unimproved. This 
tax was low at tirst— a penny, if wo niis- 
take not — bnt was gradually increased un- 
til it compelled tho spocuiator either to 
Bell or improve; and thus in Canada, 
where the evil I\ad attained the most 
rdarming jn-oportions, it has boon almost 
entirely eradicated. It is said that his- 
tory repeats itsolf. In British Colum- 
bia wo have seen tho same ovil taking 
root. In tho earlier history of tlio coun- 
try tho various modes of dealing with tho 
pnblic lauds were much too fiivornblo to 
tho gri.iwth of tho evil; and tho conse- 
qnenco is tlial, both on the Island and 
tho IMainland, considerable portions of 
the piiblie domain h.ave fallen into the 
hands of speculators. As an abstract 
principle wo maintain that agrioul- 
tural Crown lands ought not to bo per- 
mitted to fall into the hands of more spec- 
ulators at all. Tho very ol)ject of rod\ic- 
ing ])ul)Iic lauds to one dollar per acre 
was to ]>hice them wit Inn tho easy reach of 
tlio.-io ^\hQ seek thom for actual use. But 
if tho spocuiator is permitted to purchase 
and liold such lands free of tax and im- 
provemont until it suits his humor to sell 
to tho settler at high prices, it was a great 
mist.ake to reduce tho prices at all; !i.s it 
would be onl}' riglit that tho higher price 
should be socurecl to the public revenue, 
instead of going into tho breoche's pocket 
of tho Sijeculator. Do^jend upon it, the 
interests of tho Province Trill suffer seri- 
ously if some such remedy as a wild land 
tax bo not applied, and that without de- 
lay, to the evil under consideration. Sucli 
a remedy was attempted last session; but, 
for some reason, as yet unexplained, it 
miscarried. The Lieutenant-Governor 
was advised to withhold his assent, and 
tho bill was not fortunate enough to re- 
ceive the assent of tho Govornor-fTenoral, 
Upon investigation, should it ajipear that 
no insuperable obstacle tosucli a measure 
exists, itis to bo hoped that the bill, or. if 
possible, a bettor one with the same ob- 
ject, may become law during tho present 
session. It appears to bo pretty general- 
ly understood that there will be occasion 
for more rovonuo. Although the chief 
object of the ta- we advocate would be to 
operate as a remedy against tho ])ublic 
lands of the country being locked nj) in 
the hands of speculators, it would also 
liavo tho recommendation of being to some 
extent revenue-producing. That tho gen- 
oral feeling of the cotintry is favorable to 
such a measure. WG have* long felt; and 
wo believe the Legislature would only bo 
carrying out the pnblic wish in enacting 
it.

Tlicro wcro Llirco bullet 
wiinmls iu his hoail and tho wound of 
a largo bi)\vi;!-kuife iu liig left Bide, 
near tho heart. Five thousand pounds 
worth of gold, which he Avas known to 
have hado iu his saddle bag, was taken 
with his horao. Kearney was tha fa- 
ther of a young family, and his wifo 
w.as living iii high circiiniHtancf-s in 
.Mollinu. lb '. ( .■ 1,'vsaiou and .1 ini Kelly 
avowed timt 1 hey iiad Been two of the 
five men who had attacked the party, 
lyid that thoy could identify thorn at 
any time. From tho description, 
llufrh Burton, then one of tho polioe-

time on their track. 

In August, IHG'J, Jim Kelly died, 
leaving' (ilasf.ton and Hn;^h Burton tho 
solo wiiiiv .s I if t!ie surrouudingsof A\'nl- 
Ic r iv'^ai', murder. Such was tho 
fiill' st knovidedgo which tho citizens of 
Melbourno or elsewhere had of the as- 
sassination nj) to Friday last, when 
strange things came to pass, which 
astounded all old colonists hero who 
romendicrcd the Kearnej' murder. A 
fe\v parli-nlai's lioforo I come to the 
sequel of this peculiar ca.so :
